Any  change,  gradual*’ 
possibly  shifting  a bit  to  the 
right.  An  ‘estimated  turnover 
of  half  a million  federal  em- 
ployees pointed  up  the  need 
of  a strengthened  Merit  system 
to  attract  and  hold  the  best 
type  of  worker.  Agriculture 
Departmental  employees  looked 
forward  with  confidence  to 
new  goals,  new  accomplish- 
ments, in  the  year  ahead. 
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The  U.S.  Civil  Service  Commission  announces  that 
simplified  layoff  procedures  for  use  by  all  govern- 
ment agencies  will  become  effective-February  15,  and 
will  affect  all  reduction- in-force  notices  issued 
to  employees  on  or  after  that  date. 

The  new  procedures — which  may j be  applied  ear- 
lier with  the  approval  of  the  agency  head— reduce 
the  present  number  of  RIF  categories  from  23  to  6 
and  eliminate  reassignment  or  "bumping M rights  of 
indefinite  appointees. 

There  will  be  only  three  major’ layoff  groups 
as  a result  of  the  new  procedures:  CAREER,  CAREER- 
CONDITIONAL,  and  INDEFINITE.  The  old  alphabetic 
codes  a re  eliminated. 

CAREER  includes  permanent  employees  in  the 
competitive  service  who  have  completed  probation 
and  who  are  not  "temporary"-  or  "indefinite"  as  the 
result  of  promotion,  transfer,  or  reinstatement. 
Career  employees  serving  under  conditional  promotio: 
will  be  considered  in  this  group  with  respect  to 
jobs  at.  and  below  the  grade  in  which  they  last  serv< 
on  a permanent  basis.  This  group  also  includes  em- 
ployees appointed  to  jobs  outside  the  competitive 
service  with  no  conditions  or  restrictions. 

CAREER-CONDITIONAL,  in  the’  competitive  serv- 
ice, includes  Career  employees- who  are  conditional 
because  they  are  serving  probstional  periods,  or 
are  "temporary"  or  "indefinite"  as  the  result  of 
promotion,  transfer,  or  reinstatement,  or  are  sub- 
ject to  a similar  limitation,  .Iff  excepted  position 
this  group  includes  employees  who  are  conditional 
solely  as  the  result  of  promotion  or  reinstatement, 

INDEFINITE  includes  persons  serving  under  nor, 
status  , non-temporary  appointments  in  the  competi- 
tive service  and-  employees  in  excepted  jobs  serving 
under  any  conditions  or  limitation  other  than  a 
conditional  promotion  or  reinstatement  or  a specifi 
time  limitation  of  a year  or  less. 

In  each  of.  these  three  groups  persons  entitle 
to  veterans  preference  .are  in  subgroup  "A"  and  othe 
in  subgroup  "B"  to  indicate  superior  retention  righ 
of  veteran  preference  employees.
